MAYBE IT PROVES women are more sensitive than men. I was surprised to find 
the foll wing info in an article by John Cunningham W8JJL of the Lake Erie 
ARA. Remembering that it's the current that does us in in electrocuti n, 
he classifies currents into four levels. 

Perception current is when you can feel warmth with DC and tingling 
with AC--0.35-1.75 ma for OMs and 0.20-1.28 for YLS. Reaction current, 
enough to cause involuntary muscular reactions and likely cause us to 
hurt ourselves badly as we jump back, is 2-5 ma for OMs and only 0.5-1.75 
ma for YLs. Ouch. The let-go current, which should maybe be called the 
can't-let-go current, and includes breathing stopping, is about 20 ma for 
guys and 10 for the gals. Finally (you might say) there's fibrillating 
current. The heart muscle vibrates madly and doesn't do abit of pumping. 
He reports a lack of data concerning this aspect due to a lack of volunteers 
to be tested. Where is everyone's dedication to scientific research??? 

Oddly enough, he finds that good o1' 60 Hz electricity is the hardest 
to let go of--either DC or higher frequencies are easier for the same 

“mount of current. And that time is also a factor--that a lethal current 
won't kill you if it's of short enough duration (less than 13,225 divided 
by the square of the current in milliamperes, to be exact) and here again 
the YL can get wiped out with currents less than half as strong as those 
needed to do the OM in. So watch out for the juice, YLs especially, and 
especially if you're about my age. (The above subject to change by Federal 
law.)
